can consul at .Nanking, Alvin VV. Gil­ 
bert, telegraphed the American lega 
lion here that me tail of Nanking was 
imminent, lit* arks that a gunboat, bo 
bent there. 
Kai Kung. 
tim capitol of 
Ho-Nan 
province, is i* lotted to have fallen 
belove the revolutionist*. 
Tire foieign Icard issued a commu­ 
nication to the legations and press, 
saying 
‘ Admiral Sab Chen Ping arrived at 
Hankow with eight ships of war, and 
troops from th** north and east are 
arriving at Hankow, 
it is expected 
that the recapture of Han Yang and 
Wu Chang will be a matter of only a 
few days. 
“Dispatches from Nanking, Chang- 
Sha, Canton. Anking, Mukden, Kal- 
Fong, Tientsin and Foochow state that 
everything is quiet and that there is 
no fear of any disturbances.” 
The information of the legation* in­ 
dicates that only the first statement 
of the official communication I* strict­ 
ly accurate. The minister of war, Gen­ 
eral Y'in-Tchang. is at Changteh-Shan, 
the 
home of 
Yuan Shi Kai, with 
whom he is in conference. Yuan Shi 
Ka!, according to official announce­ 
ment, has accepted the post of viceroy 
of Mu Bch and Hu-Nan provinces and 
responsibility for restoring order in 
those sections.
